Nearly 
all  regular  programs  are  can- 
celled /except  the  Evening 
i\ewsl  until  the  goal  is  achieved. 

Q.       Wlicn  does  this  one  start  and 
what's  the  goal' 

A.       The  fundraisiiig  begins  6  PM. 
Friday,  April  2.   The  goal  is 
$125,000  or  29  days,  which- 
ever comes  first.

.4.       Because  gentler  methods  have 
tailed.   Because  nearly  50%  of 
our  listener-sponsors  fail  to 
renew.   Because  of  the  50%  who 
do  renew,  half  renew  late.  Be- 
cause 257r  of  persons  who  pledge- 
their  support  never  make  good 
on  their  word. 

0.       How  successful  are  Marathons? 

A.      Almost  one-third  ofKPFK  's 

income  as  well  as  one-fourth  of 
our  subscribers  come  in  during 
the  Marathon. 

Q.      Whatever  happened  to  "Pledge 
Month?" 

A.       It  fell  on  its  face  in  October. 


Q.      What  about  renewals?  Why  do 
you  "freeze"  us  out  of  Marathon 
participation?  Why  premiums  for 
new  subscribers  at  the  neglect  of 
old  subscribers? 

A.        You've  got  a  point  there.   For 
the  record  KPFK  has  offered 
premiums  for  early  renewal  for 
nearly  three  years.  Notwith- 
standing this,  present  subscri- 
bers can  pledge  an  early  renewal 
of  membership,  making  them 
eligible  for  all  premiums  that 
are  offered!  The  amount  pledged 
will  count  fully  toward  matching 
funds  and  mini-goals.   But  be- 
cause some  of  the  renewal  money 
is  anticipated  income  -  income 
we  have  budgeted  -  a  percentage 
will  be  subtracted  from  the 
daily  overall  figures. 

Q.      Can  I  pay  my  pledge  through  a 
credit  card? 

A.       Yes.  through  MASTERCHARGE 
and  BANKAMERICARD. 

Q.      Why  $125,000  as  a  goal?

KPFK  spends  approximately 
$35,000  per  month  (see  budget 
elsewhere  on  this  page).  Since 
■fanuary,  the  station  has  been 
averaging  only  $20,000  in 
subscription  income.   We  enter 
the  Marathon  with  an  operating 
deficit  of  over  $30,000.  Anti- 
cipated deficits  May  through 
September  could  reach  $70,000!

Q.       And  the  rest  of  the  time  will 
be  constant  "pitching"  and 
"shucking"  for  money? 

A.  Not  at  all.  Some  of  the  best 
radio  produced  over  the  last 
forty  years  will  be  presented 
each  day. 


Q.  I  can't  stand  some  of  the  corny 
old  radio  shows.  Why  should  1 
stick  around? 

A.       For  the  truly  outstanding  dra- 
matic productions  in  the  after- 
noon. Many  are  dramatizations 
of  famous  Broadway  plays,  Aca- 
demy-Award willing  films  and 
best  selling  novels.  (See  page  13) 

Q.      Then  there's  nothing  for  the 
serious  music  buff? 

A.       On  the  contrary.    We  have  added 
morning  concerts  featuring  the 
radio  maestroes  (see  p.  13)  And 
the  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic 
broadcasts  will  continue  on  Wed- 
nesdays at  8  PM  (see  p.  7). 

Q.  What  happens  if  the  Marathon 
doesn't  work?  Will  you  go  off 
the  air? 

A.      No.  But  to  the  extent  we  fail 
to  make  our  goal  we  will  be 
forced  to  cutback  staff,  pro- 
gramming, services  and  hours. 
It 's  up  to  all  of  us  to  make 
listener-sponsorship  \vork. 


Q,      Why  does  some  of  this  dialogue 
sound  like  deja  vu? 

A.       Because  I  lifted  much  of  it 
from  the  April.  1973  Folio.

Maureen  Mcllrov- 


One  of  the  most  distinguished  awards  in  broadcasting  was  awarded  to  KPFK 
for  the  documentary  drama  Colette:  Battles.  Feasts  and  Solitudes.    The  program 
features  Maureen  Mcllrov  as  the  writer,  director  and  major  performer.    Maureen 
presented  Virginia  Woolfe's  Mrs.  Datloway  on  the  Morning  Reading  more  than 
a  dozen  years  ago.    It  was  such  a  memorable  reading  that  when  we  discovered 
that  it  had  been  erased,  we  asked  her  to  recreate  it  again.   She  went  on  to 
produce  her  first  documentary,  an  account  of  Virginia  Woolfe's  life,  based 
entirely  on  biographical  material. 

Last  year  Maureen  presented  a  month  of  readings  from  the  works  of  Colette, 
and  went  on  to  create  the  documentary  of  her  life.    In  their  award  citation 
the  judges  wrote:

Colette,  into  an  outstanding  radio 
documentary  drama.    Maureen  Mcllroy  is  to  be  con- 
gratulated, not  only  for  her  skillful  weaving  of  appro- 
priate literary  worlis  into  a  cohesive  picture,  but  for  her 
use  of  sound,  music  and  voice  to  bring  life  to  the  words. 
Not  the  least  of  this  program's  charms  and  attractions  is 
the  fact  that  it  left  the  listener  wanting  to  know  even  more 
about  this  artist  as  the  presentation  concludes.
